THE ATTENDANCE FAIB. 


Committees Appointed This Morning: 
and a fiecess Taken Until 
1 :3 0 P. M. 


The sixth annual convention of 
Missouri Republican League clubs 
is in session in Sedalia today. 
The rain that began last Satur- 
day night continued last night and 
today, 
in consequence of which 
there was not as large an attend­ 
ance as had been anticipated. 
The 
largest 
delegations 
came 
from St. Louis, 
of course, 
but 
other of the larger cities also sent 
goodly numbers, while a majority 
of the cities in the central portion 
of the state had one or more dele­ 
gates present. 
The largest single 
delegation, 
seventeen members, came from the 
Twenty-second ward, St. Louis, of 
which club Simeon Harris is sec­ 
retary. 
It has a membership of 
1, 460, and has never missed meet­ 
in g on Thursday 
night of each 
w eek since it was organized, M arch 
8, 1900. 
The convention was a little late 
in getting down to business, and in 
the meantime the Sedalia M ilitary 
band played a few inspiring airs 
in front df the court house. 
It was 10:45 o’clock when Hon. 
Charles F . 
Gallenkam p, 
of St. 
Louis, 
president 
of the league, 
called the convention to order. 
H e did not indulge in any speech- 
m aking, but at once 
introducec 
the R ev. Frank O . Fannon, pastor 
o f the First Christian church, who 
offered an invocation. 
M ayor J, L . Babcock was greet­ 
ed w ith a round of applause when 
introduced 
by President Gallen­ 
kam p. 
H is honor extended to the 
delegates and visitors a most cor 
dial welcome, and was again 
ap­ 
plauded when he said the Queen of 
the Prairies would be found in the 
republican column when the votes 
were counted in Novem ber next. 
The mayor concluded by assur­ 
in g the visitors that 
there 
was 
nothing too good for republicans 
in Missouri. 
President Gallenkam p responded 
to M ayor B abcock’s remarks and 
extended thanks for the royal w el­ 
come given. 
Mr. Gallenkam p said 
the league had no candidates until 
they were nominated, but 
when 
that was accomplished it was the 
league’s place to leave nothing un­ 
done to bring about the election of 
the party ticket, to which end it 
alw ays labored, know ing no fac­ 
tion, but w orking alone for victory. 
There were factions in other re­ 
publican organizations, Mr. G al­ 
lenkam p said, but not in the league, 
where the young republican got 
his first ideas in regard to party 
organization and party w ork. 
M r. Gallenkam p said there was 
no excuse for the people of the 
U nited States w anting a change 
in the national adm inistration, as 
the country was now more pros- 
-%perous than ever before in its his- 
^ ^ J to ry , and he had no idea they 
would vote in Novem ber in favor 


of returning to the days of Cleve- 
landism. 
The 
speaker 
paid 
a 
glow ing 
tribute to the republican state can­ 
didates, and then named Simeon 
Harris, of St. Louis, as assistant to 
Secretary Hahn, and W m . H . Car 
ter, colored, of Sedalia, as sergeant- 
at-arms. 
Hon, H enry Lamm, 
candidate 
for supreme judge, was called for 
by Senator Busche and addressed 
the convention briefly. 
The storm, 
he said, had reduced the attend­ 
ance, but it would require more 
than two or three days of rain to 
dampen the ardor of republicans. 
He then said there was important 
business to attend to, and excused 
himself from indulging in more ex­ 
tended remarks.

tendance was larger than at the 
morning session, the Sedalia, W ar­ 
saw & Southwestern railw ay hav­ 
ing brought in 136 excursionists

but a majority of

present were visitors 
instead of 
delegates. 
The committee on credentials re­ 
ported, and the report was adopted. 
The committee on resolutions re­ 
ported the follow ing, which was 
unanimously adopted:

call for troops. 
Adjutant General 
Stew art called the sheriff by ’ phone 
and had a long conference with 
him. 
• 
The adjutant general suggested 
that a posse of members of the 
Citizens’ alliance be called upon 
for assistance. 
W hile the sheriff 
was preparing to act on this sug­ 
gestion, he received more reports 
of violence up and down the valley, 
and at once sent another urgent 
telegram to the governor, callicg 
for immediate assistance. 
The worst of last night’s out­ 
breaks occurred at Archbald. 
A 
crowd of 3 0 0 strikers, mostly for­ 
eigners, ransacked the quarters oc­ 
cupied by the forty men employed 
at the Raym ond washery of the 
Ontario & W estern company, while 
he men were at w ork, and then, 
meeting w ith the men as they were 
returning, drove them back to the 
refuge of the washery. 
The mob then returned to the 
colliery proper, drove out the en­ 
gineers, 
firemen, 
pumpmen and 
guards, and took possession of the 
breaker. 
The plant of the Cres­ 
cent Electric L igh t com pany, which 
is supplied w ith steam from the 
breaker, had to shut down, and the 
whole region around was left in 
darkness.

But Sedalia can, at no greater ex­ 
pense of labor or cash, secure a 
system of short line electric roads 
covering 
the 
section 
naturally 
tributary to this city and giving 


us better facilities for doing busi­ 
ness, and also bringing us cheaper 


fuel and cheaper raw material for 
manufacturing purposes. 


S bd a l i a n s , without distinction 
as to party, extend a cordial wel­ 
come and hearty greeting to the 


members of the Republican League 
clubs who gather in this city to­ 


day. 
W e differ upon the great 
issues that must be settled at the 
ballot box, but as Americans we 


recognize the right of each to hold

In 1S52 it was $2.67. 
It 
r eached the highest point, ^76.98, 
in 1S65, and has now declined to 
$12.97, which is lower than at the 
beginning of the centur y. The high­ 
est point r eached in our histor y is 
exceeded in Ar gentina, Austr alasia, 
Fr ance, Hondur as, Italy, the Neth­ 
er lands, 
Por tugal, 
Spain, 
the 
United Kingdom and Ur uguay. O il 
the other hand, Bolivia, China, 
Columbia, Ecuador , the Ger man 
Empir e (not including the debts 
of the separ ate states), Br itish In­ 
dia, Japau, Nicar agua, Per u and 
Switzer land, 
have 
smaller debts 
per capita than our existing one. 
It is, of cour se, with the gr eater 
states that a compar ison along these 
lines natur ally suggests itself, and 
her e we note that the United States 
occupies an advantageous position, 
for we find, for example, that the 
per capita debt of Russia is $25, 
that of the United Kingdom $82.55, 
and that of Fr ance $151.

of electric railways extending from 
this city is being most heartily en­ 
dorsed.

Fou r Men Killed and Another Mor­ 
tally Wou nded. 


E u f a u l a , I. T., Sep t. 23.—In 
a fight b etween feu dists at Sp oko- 
gee, I. T ., y esterday morning, fou r 
men were killed, 
one mortally 
wou nded and half a dozen others 
slightly inju red. 
The killed are 
Willis Brooks and Clifford and 
John Brooks, his sons, of the 
Brooks faction, and “ old man” 
Riddle, of the McFarland faction.

Brooks 
was

Half a dozen others 
were shot, none seriou sly , three of 
them b eing sp ectators. The Brooks 
faction is wip ed ou t. 
Sp okogee, 
the 
scene 
of the 
tragedy , is on the Fort Smith & 
Western railway , thirty -fiv e miles 
west of here. 
The feu dists met 
accidentally . 
No time was wasted 
in p reliminary talk, b u t gu ns b e­ 
gan to p lay as soon as they came 
within shooting distance. 
Each 
faction was armed with the im­ 
p rov ed high-p ower 
steel 
b allet 
gu ns, with soft nose b u llets, ta- 
b ced in war time. 
The feu d b etween the Brooks 
and the McFarlands has b een of 
long standing. 
Jim McFarland, Joe McFarland, 
his b rother, and Lon Riddle met 
Dep u ty Marshal Grant Johnson 
and p osse ju st ou tside of Eu fau la, 
on the way to Sp okogee last ev en­ 
ing and su rrendered to the marshal. 
Jim McFarland said: 
“ Willis Brooks and his two sons, 
Cliff and John, came to Sp okogee 
this morning, armed, and met old 
man Riddle and threatened to kill 
him. 
1 was standing on the corner 
when Riddle ran and Willis Brooks 
threw u cartridge into his gu n and 
said he wou ld kill Riddle for lu ck. 
He fired and missed, b u t Cliff 
^rooks then shot old man Riddle 
jfp the b ack of the head as he ran 
b u t. 
He fell dead. 
He was u n­ 
armed. 
John Brooks then told his 
father to look at me standing on 
the corner. 
Willis Brooks and his 
ISoy s b egan firing at me, and I re­ 
tu rned the fire. 
Willis Brooks fell, 
arose and b egan shooting again and 
fell again for good. 
The b oy s 
then went down shooting to the 
last. 
There were fou r killed in all. 
There were others shooting at them 
b esides me.”

“ They thu s sanction sin. 
Her 
p hy sician has testified that she was 
not in sou nd mind, thu s defending 
the p atient and calling the mem­ 
b ership of the clu b 
enerv ated^ 
neu rotic and b lase. 
To p u b licljr 
ju stify and to sanction su icide as a 
ju st p rincip le and declaring the 
right of each one to take his own 
life is the most frightfu l and im­ 
moral p rincip le which it is p ossib le 
to conceiv e and is an awfu l menace 
to society , to the family and to the 
nation. 
“ The whole Christian ideal is 
contrary to the p rincip le of su icide 
and this is su mmed u p in the 
words, 
*b e 
thou 
faithfu l u nto 
death.’ 
To endu re to the end— 
this is the watchword to comp lete 
the task, not to drop the flag in the 
midst of the b attle, b u t to carry it 
throu gh to v ictory . 
Su icide is the 
worst form of selfishness,the antip ­ 
odes of meekness and long su ffer­ 
ing 
and 
p atience. 
Su icide 
is 
cowardice. 
It has no heroism, no 
glory in it. 
It is shameless retreat, 
it is the anarchy of the sp irit.”

Mississippi Levees Cau se a Seriou s Con­ 
dition of Affairs. 
“Speaking o£ tlju e Mississippi riv­ 
e r/’ said an old pilot, “reminds me oí 
wliat ’\lark Twain said abou t the 
river projecting so many miles ou t 
over the (iu lf of Mexico, find while, 
of cou rse, this was merely a bit of 
hu mor which the great Americiin 
au thor developed by reasoning along 
a rather cu riou s line, I have been 
thinking that he cou ld have made a 
dedu ction ciiu ally as astou nding and 
yet easily within the bou nds oí rea­ 
sonable probability. To come to the 
point, immediately, said the pilot to 
a New Orlwms Tlrnes-Democrat re­ 
porter, ‘The timéis rapidly appix)ach- 
iiig when instead of u sing the expres­ 
sions "down the river,’ "down by the 
river side,’ and other similar sayings, 
we will have to say "u p the river/ "u p 
by the river side,’ and so on. We can 
sec this condition 
in 
its 
earlier 
stages on the lower Mississippi now. 
The river at many points is mu ch 
above tlie su rface of land, and w'ou ld 
spread ou t over the land bu t for the 
existence of levees. 
And yet the 
system of levees is responsible for 
this constantly increasing elevation 
of the river bed. Instead of making 
the river scou r its bed the levees have 
made this impossible, and the depos­ 
it has been mu ch greater in the bed 
of the river. 
There is at ail times 
a certain volu me of water to take 
care of. 
It is no small volu me, ei­ 
ther. 
The daily flow into the Gu lf 
of Mexico throu gh the three passes 
is something enormou s. The levees 
have confined this vast volu me of 
water to a rather u ncomfortable area. 
Instead of being able to throw a part 
of the heavy deposit of sediment ou t 
over the sides of the river, throu gh 
su ch convenient ou tlets as the river 
itself, left u nliampcrcd, wou ld make, 
the deposit remain.s in the area be­ 
tween the levees. Mu ch of it is left 
in the bed of the river. The resu ltis 
that the bed is being coii.stanily 
raised. The river is u nable to carry 
on the sc'ou ring proces.ses possible 
in earlier times before the levees 
came into su ch general u se. In con­ 
sequ ence of this condition the bed 
of the river will continu e to rise u n­ 
less ou tlets are provided at different 
points, and it is not at all likely that 
these ou tlets will be provided in ou r 
time. 
So we mu st go on bu ilding 
levees, and each year w^e mu st make 
them higher and higher all the time. 
The lower Mississippi now^ has, 
I su p­ 
pose, an average depth of abou t 45 
or 50 feet. In a few years the bottom 
of the river may be on a level with 
the land su rface, in which event, in­ 
stead of going dowm to the river we 
will have to climb u p tho hill a con­ 
siderable distance in order to get into 
a steamboat. 
The expression dowm 
to tije river will then become obso­ 
lete. 
Up will be the w ord to u se. 
Bu t, of cou rse, this condition may be 
some time off. Still we cannot tell. 
Forty years on the Mississippi has 
convinced me that it is not safe to fig­ 
u re on what the river will do. The 
Mississippi generally does as she 
pleases, and w^e always have to spin 
ou r little theories after the thing has 
happened.”

The plans held by Mr. Gould 
have been in preparation for years.
